look’d fer from thofe who are 
employ’d in the Adinifiry of the 
LORD FESUS, and fo ttand in 
a fpecial Relation to Him, as 
Servants of his Houfhould, and 
Officers in his Kingdom ? ---- 
Thefe land as/Vatchmen upon the 
Walls of Ferufalem; and it is 
their Bufinefs not only to give 
the Alarm of War when the 
Enemy is approaching, but to 
found the ‘Trumpet of Praife 
when the King of Zion cometh, in 
a meek Triumph, having Selva- 
tion.--- 

For thefe and other Reafons, 
We, whofe Names are hereunto 
annexed, Paftors of Churches in 
New- England, met together in 
Boftan, July 7th 1743. think it 
eur indifpenfable Duty, (without 
judging or cenfuring fuch of our 
Brethren ascannot at prefent {ce 
Things in the fame Light- with 
us )in this open and conjunc 
Manner to declare, to the Glory 
of fovereign Grace, our full Per- 
fwafion, either from what we 
have feen our felves, or received 
upon credible Tettimony, That 


~ there has been a hapty and re- 


markable Revival of Religion in 
many Parts of this Land, thro’ 
an uncommon divine Influence ; af- 
ter along Time of gieat Decay 
and Deadnefs, and a fenfible and 

very 
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very awful Withdraw of the Holy 
Spirit, from his San€tuary among 
us, --- 

Tho’ theWork of Grace wro’t 
on the Hearts of Men by the 
Word and Spirit of GOD, and 
which has been more or lefs car- 
ried on in the Church from the 
Beginning, is always the fame for 
Subftance, and agrees, at one 
‘Time and another, in one Place 
or Perfon and another, as to the 
main Strokes and Lineaments of 
it, yet the pre/ent/Vork appears to 
be remarkableand extraordinary, 

On Account of the Numbers 
wrought upon---We never before 


faw fo many brought under Soul- C 


Concern, and with Diftrefs mak- 
ing that Inquiry, What muff we 
do to be faved? And thefe Per- 
fons of all Chara&ters and Ages. 
--- With Regard to the Sudden- 
nefs and quick Progre/s of it--- 
Many Perfons and Places were 
furprized with the gracious Vifit 
together, or near about the fame 
Time ; and the heavenly In- 
fluence diffus’d it felf far and wide 
like the Light of the Morning. -- 
Alfo in Refpecé of the Degree of 
Operation, both ina Way of Ter- 
ror and ina Way of Con/olation; 
attended in many with anufual 
bedily Effeéis.--- 

Not that all who are account- 
ed the Subjeéts of the prefent 
Work, have had thefe extraordi- 
nary Degrees of previous Diftrefs 
and fubfequent Joy. But many, 
and we fuppofe the greater Num- 
ber, have been wrought on ina 
more gentle and filent Way, and 
without any other Appearances 
than are common and ufual at 
other Times, when Perfons have 
been awakened to afolemn Con-

cern about Salvation, and have 
been thought to have pafs’d out 
of a State of Nature into a State 
of Grace. 

As to thofe whofe inward Con- 
cern has occafioned extraordinary 
outward Diftreffes, the moft of 
them when we came to converfe 
with them, were able to give 
what appear’d to us a rational Ac- 


count of what fo affected their | 


Minds ; viz. A quick Senfe of 
their Guilt, Mifery and Danger ; 
and they. would often mention 
the Paffages in the Sermons they 
heard,or particular Texts of Scrip- 
ture, which were fet home upon 
them with fuch a powerful Im- 
preffion.--- And as to fuch whofe 
Foys have carried them intoTran- 


Jporis and Extafies, they in like 


Manner,have accounted for them, 
from a lively Senfe of the Danger 
they hop’d they were freed from, 
and the Happinefs they were now 
poffefs’d of ? fuch clear Views of 
divine and heavenly Things, and 
particularly of the Excellencies 
and Lovlinefs of Jesus CuRIsT, 
and fuch fweet Taftes of re- 
deeming Love as they never 
had before, ----- The Inftances 
were very few in which we 
had Reafon to think thefe Affec- 
tions were produced by wifonary 
or fenfible Reprefentations, or by 
any otherI mages than fuch as the 
Scripture it felf prefents unto us, 

And here we think it not a- 
mifs to declare, that in dealing 
with thefe Perfons we have been 
careful toinform them, Fhat the 
Nature of Converfion does. not 
confift in thefe paffionateFeelings; 
& to warn them not to. look upon 
their State fafe,becaufe they have 
paft out of deep Diftrefs into high 


Joys, 
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Joys,unlefs they experienee aRe- 
novation of Nature,follow’d with. 
aChange of Life, and a Courfe of 
vital Holinefs,---- Nor have we 
gone into fuch an Opinion of the 


bodily Effeéis with which this 


Work has been attended in fome 
of its Subjects, asto judge them 
any Signs that Perfons who have 
been fo affected, were then under 
a faving Work of the Spirie of 
God. No; we never fo much 
as call’d thefe bodily Seizures, 
Convidtions ; or {pake of them as 
the immediate Work of the Holy 
Spirit. Yet we do notthink them 
inconfiftent with a Work of God 
upon theSou! at that very Time ; 
but judge that thofe inward Im- 
prefions which come from the 
Spirit of God, thofe Terrors and 
Confolations of which He is the 
Author, may, according to the 
natural Frame and Conftitution 
which fome Perfons are of, occa- 
fion fuch bodily Effects,---- And 
therefore that thefe extraordinary 
outward Symptoms, are not an 
Argument that the Work is de- 
lufive, or from the Influence and 
Agency of the evil Spirit. 

With Refpe& to Numbers of 
thofe who have been under the 
Impreffions of the prefent Day, we 
muft declare there is goodGround 
to conclude they are beeome rea/ 
Chriftians ; theAccount they give 
of their Conviétion and Confola- 
tion agreeing with the Standard 
of the Holy Scriptures,correfpon- 
ding with the Experiences of the 
Saints, and evidenc’d by the ex- 
ternal Fruits of Holine(s in their 
Lives : So that they appear to 
thofe who have the neareft Accefs 
to them, as fo many Epifiles of 
Cdrif?, written not with Ink, but 





by the Spirit of the living God, 
attefting to the Genuinene/s of the 
prefent Operation, and reprefen- 
ting the Excellency of it. 

Indeed many who appear’d to 
be under Convictions, and were 
much alter’d in their external Be- 
haviour, when this Work began, 
and while it was moft flourifhing 
have loft theirImpreffions,and are 
relaps’d into their former Man- 
ner of Life: Yet of thofe who 
were judg’d hopefully converted, 
and made a publick Profeffion of 
Religion, there have been fewer 
Inflances of Scandal and Apoftacy 
than might be expected.--So that 
as far as we are able to form a 
Judgment, the Face of Religion 
is lately chang’d much for the bet- 
ter in many of our Towns and 
Congregations ; and together 
with a Reformation obfervable in 
diverfe Inftances, there appears to 
be more experimental Gedline/s, 
and lively Chriflianity, than the 
moft of us can remember we have 
ever feen before.--- 

Thus we have freely declared 
our Thoughts as to the Work of 
GOD fo remarkably revived in 
many Parts of this Land.--- And 
now, We defire to bow the Knee 
in Thank/giving to the God and Fa- 
ther 4 our Lord ‘fe/us Chrift, that 
our Eyes have feen, and our Ears 
heard fuch Things.--- And while 
thefe are our Sentiments,we muft 
neceflarily be grieved at any Ac- 
counts fent abroad, reprefenting 
this Work as all Enthu/a/m,De- 
lufion and Diforder.--- 

Indeed it is not to be denied 
that in fome Places many I[tregu- 
larities and Extravaganeies have 
been permitted to accompany it, 
which we would deeply aes

and bewail before God, and look 
upon our felves oblig’d, for the 
Honour of the Holy Spirit, and 
of his bleffed Operations on the 
Sou's of Men, to bear a_ publick 
and faithful Teftimony againtt ; 
though at the fame Time it is to 
be acknowledged with much 
Thankfulnefs,that in other Places, 
where the Work has greatly flou- 
rifh’d, there hath been few if any 
of thefeDiforders and Exceffes,--- 
But who can wonder, if at fucha 
Time as this Satan fhould inter- 
mingle himfelf, to hinder and ble- 
mifh a Work fo dire&tly contrary 
to the Interefts of his own King- 
dom ?---Or, if while fo much good 
Seed is fowing, the Enemy fhould 
be bu/y to fowTares ?--- We would 
therefore, in the Bowels of “fefus, 
befeech fuch as have been Parta- 
kers of this Work, or are zealous 
to promote it, that they be not ig- 
norant of “Satan’s Devices ; that 
they watch and pray againft Er- 
rors and Mifconduét of every 
Kind, left they blemifh and hin- 
der that which they defire to ho- 
nour and advance,---Particularly, 

That they do not make /ecret 
Impulfes on their Minds, without 
a due Regard to the written/Vord, 
the Rule of their Duty :. A very 
dangerous Miftake which we ap- 
prehend fome in thefe Times have 
gone into--- That to avoid Ar- 
miniani/m they do not verge to 
the oppofiteSide of Antinomiant/m; 
while we would have others take 
good Heed to themfelves, left 
they be by fome led into, or fix’d 
in, Arminian Tenets, under the 
Pretence of oppofing Antinomian 
Errors.--- That Laymen do not 
invade the Minifterial Office, and 
under a Pretence of Exhorting 


fetup Preaching ; which is very 
contrary to Gofpel Order, and 
tends to introduce Errors and 
Confufion into the Church,,--- 
That Adinifers do not invade the 
Province of others, and in ordina- 
ry Cafes preach in another’sParith 
without his Knowledge, and a- 
gainft his Confent: Nor encou- 
rage raw and indifcrest young 


Candidates, in rufhing into par- | 


ticular Places, and preaching pub- 
lickly or privately, as fome have 
done to the no fmall Difrepute 
and Damage of the Work in 
Places where it once promis’d to 
flourifh. Tho’ at thefame Time 
we would have Minifters fhew 
their Regard to the fpiritualWel- 
fare of their People, by fuffering 
them to partake of the Gifts and 
Graces of able, found and xealous 
Preachers of the Word, as GOD 
in his Providence may give Op- 
portunity therefor: Being per- 
fwaded GOD has in this Day 
remarkably blefs’d the Labours 
of fome of his Servants who have 
travelled in preaching the Gofpel 
of Curisv.---That People be- 
ware of entertaining Prejudices 
againft their ewan Paffors, and 
don’t runinto unfcriptural Sepa- 
rations,--That they don’t indulge 
a di/putatious Spirit, which has 
been attended with mifchievous 
Effeéts; nor difcover a Spirit of 
Cenforioujnefs, Uncharitablene/s, 
and rath judging the State of 
others ; than which fcarce any 
Thing has more blemifh’d the 


Work of GOD amongft us,--- 
And while we would meekly ex- 
hort both Minifters and Chrif- 
tians, fo far as is confiftent with 
Truth and Holinefs, to follow the 
Things that make for Peace; we 

would 
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would moft earneftly warn al! 
Sorts of Perfons not to de/pi/e 
thefe Out-pourings of the Spirit, 
left a holy GOD be provok'd to 
withhold them, and inftead there- 
of to pour out upon this People 
the Vials of his Wrath, in tem- 
poral Judgments and fpiritual 
Plagues; and would ca// upon 
every one to improve this re- 
markab!le Seafon of Grace, and 
put in for a Share of the heavenly 
Bleflings fo liberally defpenfed.--- 
Finally, 

We exhort the Children of 
GOD to continue infant in Pray- 
er, that He, with whom is the 
Rifidue of the Spirit, would grant 
us frefh, more plentiful and ex-- 
tenfive Effufions, that fo this Wil- 
dernefs, inall the Parts of it,may 
become a fruitful Field :--- That 
the prefent Appearances may be 
an Earne/f? of the glorious Things 
promis’d to the Church in the 
latter Days ; when the fhall /Zine 
with the Glory of the LORD a- 
rifenupon her, {o as to dazzle the 
Eyes of Beholders, confound and 
put to Shame all her Enemies, 
rejoice the Hearts of her folici- 
tous and now fadned Friends, 
and have a ftrong Influence and 
Refplendency throughout the 
Earth, --- AMEN !
